every one’s cxpeCtation, as mere defcription mutt 
fail thort of it. While numberlefs crowds were 
prefling on every fide, the doors and windows of 
houles were thronged by the fair danghcers of 
Columbia, whote animated {miles and {atisfaétion 
contributed not a little to comple e the peneral 
joy. As this fplendid, novel and interetling ex- 
hibition moved aivag, an unexpeAed filence 
reigned throughout the city,which yave a folem- 
nity to the whole tranfaétion fuited to the fin- 
gular importance of its caule. No neife was heard 
put the deep rumbling of carriage wheels, with 
the'neceffiry falutes and fivnols A glad fereni- 
ty enlivened every coufitenance, while the joyous 


every bofom. ‘The whole budy having arrived 
at Bayard’s houfe were difpofed in a line and ree 
viewed ; after which the various infinia of the 
procefliza being left upon the Aélds, the citizens 
were comducted to their feveral dining tables — 
Here they were honored by the company of 
Cungrefs, of many forcigaces of dilingtion, aad 
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expectation of national profperity triamphed in 









the patriotic and refpe&table clergy of this city. 

The two principal fides of the bui!difig provi- 
ded ‘for this entertainment, confilted three 
large pavillions, conneéted by a colonnade of 
about one hundred and fifty feet front,and forin- 
ing two fides of an obtufe angle ; the middle pa- 
villion majeftically rifing above the whole, ter 
minated with adome, on the top of which was 
a figure of Fame with her trumpet, proclaiming 
a New Era, and holding in her left hand the 
ftandard of the United States, and a roll of 
parchment, on which was infcribed in large cha- 
tacters, the three remarkable epochs of the late 
war: Independence, Alliance with France, Peace. 
At her fide was the American Eagle, with wings 
extended, refting on a crown of laurel placed on, 
the top of the pedeftal. Over fix of the princi- 
pal pillars of this colonnade were placed finall 
efeutchcons, inferibed with the cyphers of the 
feveral powers in alliance with the UnitedStates, 
viz. France, Spain, Sweeden, Pruffia, Holland, 
Morocco ; and over thefe were difplayed the co- 
lors of thefe refpeétive nations, which added 
greatly to the brilliancy of the entablature, al- 
ready beautifully decorated with felloons and 
branches of laurel, ‘The extremities of this an 
gle were joined by a table forming part of a 
circle, and from this ten more colonnades were 
extended, each 440 feet in length, as the rays of 
a circle, the whole having one common centre, 
viz. the centre of the middle pavillion, where 
fat the Prefident of Congrefs. At the extrem 
ity of each colopnade,was a pavillion nearly fim- 
ilar to the three before mentioned, having their 
outfide terminated in a pediment crowned with 
efcutcheons, on which was infcribed the names 
of the ten States which had then ratified the 
Conttitution. The whole of the colonnades were 
adorned with curtains elegantly folded, and with 
wreaths and fe{toous of laurel every where iater- 
Sperfed. 

In the Area contained within the angle firf 
deferibed, was placed the mufic, but fo difpofed 
as not to intercept the profpect from the feat of 
the prefident, thro’ the whole length of the ten 
colonnades above mentioned. This noble and 
beautiful edifice, erected in lefs than five days,_ 
covered a furface of ground of 880 feet by 600, 


and was calculated to accommodate fix thoufand 


perfons. 

The tafte and genius of Major L’Enfant (fo 
often difplayed on. other public occafions) and 
to whom the city is indebted for the defign and 
execution, appeared in the prefent inftance, to 
have derived additional brilliancy from the dig 
nity of the object, on which it was employed.

citizens, an ample proportion of the entertain- 
ment was detached to the prifoners in goal. 

The repaft ended, the proceflion returned in 
the fame manner, to its place of fitting out; and 
the citizens were di‘mifled by half patt 5 o’clock. 

In the tranfaGtions of this day, a variety of 
circumftances might be noted, upon which the 
reflections of the patriot, the politician, or the 
philofopher might dwell with pleafure.-—A pro- 
ceffion inexpreflibly maynificent, formed not to 
gratify the pride or ambition of an individual, 
but to manifeft to the world, the attachment of 
a people to a government, calculated to fecure 
and perpetuate their civil aud rcligious liberties. 
The mutual confidence and joy of the various 
orders of the commanity—all narrow and bi 
gotted diltin@tions lolt, and abforbed in that no- 
blett of paffions, “ the love of country. "—The 
glorious hope—the emulous and patriotic zeal ; 
the dignified and unfullied harmony of the day ; 
-—And it may be added the uninftructed inge- 
nuity of the American mechanic, unfolding it 
felf in the invention of his emblems and motto. 

But what moft exited furprife, in perfons un- 
acquainted with the chara¢ter of American yeo- 
manry, was, to fee a numberlefs multitude, in 
view of a tempting collation, not only adhering 
to every rule of decorum, unawed by a fingle 
bayonet or efpontoon.—But tho’ under the in 
fluence of public paffions verging to enthufiafm, 
peacably, at an early hour, retiring without a 
lingle inftance of rudenefs or impertinence. 

To conclade this account of a_ tranfa@ion 
which will long be remembered, and which re- 
fic&ts infinite honour upon the mild genius of 
our governments, and the inhabitants of this 
City. Inftead of the trophies of war, and of 
captives in chains, which graced the triumphs of 
antiquity, we here behold the plough, the fhip 
and all the implements of ufeful arts. The 
wreath of martial glory was exchanged for the 
garland of peace; and inflead of the painful 
fenfations, which in a hnmane and liberal mind, 
would be excited by the triumphal entry of acon- 
queror, recking from the blood and flaughter of 
thovfands of his fellow men, the hearts of all 
the {pe€tators anticipated with rapture the 1e- 
turn of concord, of public and private jultice, of 
individual happinefs and national glory ; the con- 
{tant attendants of a wife, free and efficient fyf- 
tem of government.

In former papers we have related the flrong re- 
folutions and protefts of the Parliament of ‘I hou- 
iouie. ' 

The Comte de Perigord, of one of the firit fa- 
milies in France, and who commanded there, has 
been expelled the city on endeavouri ag to enforce 
the King’s command:, and the gates of the town 
are kept fhut againft him. Two regiments quar- 
tered there under his command, are likewife with- 
drawn from the garrifon, as the commandapt did 
not chufe to expoie them, knowing that fo {mall a 
force would be totally infofficient. He has writ- 
ten tocourt defiring a reinforcement of 10,000 
men, without which, it was his opinion, that no- 
thing could be effedted. Ia Britany—a creat partof 
the province is in a@tual rebellion. The comman- 
dant at Reanes had ordered the regiment of Sou- 
bife to march ; but the troops refufed, and laid 
down their arms. He has likewile difpatched two 
couriers to Verfailes, fearing from the ftate of the 
province thatone might miicarry, defiring an im- 
mediate (ply of troops. 

On th® r2th and 13th inftant, a large body of 
troops, both horfe and foot, with a prodigious 
number of General and other officers, were met 
marching in great hafte from Paris, towards Bour- 
deaux. The road was covered with carriages of 
every defcripticn, and appeared a fcene of much 
confuiion, 

The King’s orders of the Sth, were to be put 
in force there the 15th inftant ; and it is imagined 
they will be refifled in the fame manner as at Thoa- 
loule, 

In Paris—the people are more quiet,—but it is 
only becaufe of the large body of troops in its vi- 
cinity. They have been difperfed with much cir-

RICHMOND, July 31. 
Extra& of a letter from Norfolk, Fuly 25. 

«* On the 22d inftant we had a violent gale of 
wind at N. E. which continued till three o’clock 
yelterday moraing. ‘The houfes in town fhook as 
if they would have fallen down. Mott of the 
craft and other veffe!s were driven from their 
moorings; fome of them into the very ftreets of 
Portimouth. A brig belonging to a Frenchman 
was driven between the heads of two wharves, with 
her bowfprit into a warehoufe. A crait with 34 
puncheons of rum,.and a parcel of Madeira wine 
and fugars (belonging to Mr. M‘Donugall) for 
Richmoud, was driven high and dry into Portf- 
mouth, but without receiving any injury. One 
craft is funk with tobacco, and numbers of them in 
the buth, and a great many funk in the river, 
The damage done in Norfolk and Portfmouth is 
very confiderable, eipecially in lumber, corn, fale 
and tobacco very wet. tiampton road prefented a 
very ditmal profpect; the thip Favorite John, 
parted her cables and drove on thore and bilged, 
with ber fore and mizen maits cut aw-y, alio a 
brig bound for Rotterdam, and three other veifels. 
A ichooner from Barbadoes cut away her matts, 
and a brig of Mr. Taylor’s, loaded with corn for 
Aatigua, with her top-gallant yards athwart, rode 
it out; the only uvo veilels which were left afloat 
in the road. ‘The evening before it came on there 
was a thip and a brig beating iato the Capes, but 
have not been heardoffince. At 30’clock in the 
morning the wind fhiited to,S. E. and then died 
away. The tide was not fo high as in Septem- 
ber, 1735.” 

On Wedneiday evening laft, during the fevere 
and tremendous gale, the hip Mermaid, Hunter, 
of Glaigow, with 365 hogtheads of tobacco on 
board, drove trom her moorings in HamptonRoag, 
and after lofibg all her malts, fhe went on thore 
at Peg-Iiland, in Naniemend. All the crew were 
faved, andit is thought the fhip will be got off 
without any damage to the cargo. 

We hear that a Spenith thip with 4000 barrels of 
flour on board, was drove afore on Back-River, 
near Hampton, and totally loft ; and that feveral 

ilot boats have been ieen bottom upwards, and it 
1s fuppofed the crews mui have perifhed. One 
pilot boat was run compleatiy over by a large fhip, 
and allon bourd peri hed.

taken for calling a convention, to meet at 4 period 
not far remote; for we are convinced, that the 
apprehenfions and difcontents. which thofe articles 
occafion, cannot be removed or allayed, unlefs an 
aét to provide for it be among the firft that fhall 
be pafied by the new congrefs. 

As it is effential that an application for the pur- 
pofe thould be made to them by two thirds of the 
itates, we earneftly exhort and requeit the Legil- 
lature of your ftate’ (or commonwealth) to take 
the earlieft opportunity of making it. We are 
perfuaded, that a fimilar one will be made by our 
legiflature at their next feflion; and we ardently 
with and defire, that the other ftates may concur in 
adopting and promoting the meafure. 

It cannot be neceflary to obferve, that no go- 
vernment, however conftructed, can operate well, 
unlefs it poffeffes the confidence and good will of 
the great body of the people ; and as we defire no- 
thing more than that the amendments propofed by 
this or other ftates, be fubmitted tothe confidera- 
tion and decifion of a general convention, we 
flatter ourfelves, that motives of mutual affection 
and conciliation, will con{pire with the obvious dic- 
tates of found policy, to induce even fuch of the 
itates, asmay becontent with every article of the 
Conflitution to gratify the reafonable defires of 
that numerous clafs of American citizens, who 
are axious toobtain amendments of fome of them. 

Our amendments will manifeft, that none of 
them originate in local views, as they are fuch, as 
if acceded to, mutt equally eifect every ftate in 
the union. 

Our attachment to our fifter ftates, and the con- 
fidence we repofe in them, cannot be more forci- 
bly demonttrated, than ‘by acceding to a govern- 
meat, which many of us think very imperfect, and 
devolving the powers of determining, whether 
that government {hall be rendered perpetual in its 
prefent form, or altered agreeably to our withes, 
on a minority of the tates with whom we unite. 

We requeft the favor of your Excellency to lay 
this letter before the legiflature of your ftate (or 
Commonwealth) and we are perfaaded, that your 
regard for ovr natiynal harmony and good govern- 
ment will induce you to promote a meafure which 
we are dnanimous in thinking, very conducive to 
thofe intereiting abjedts.

Indians Was killed in the act of fcalping him, and 
feveral others wounded, and were finally beat off 
without any other lofs to our people. ‘There hav- 
ing becn no account of any other party out fince, 
and letterf of the 8th from the five nations arrived 
to the fuperintendant, informing him that their 
chiefs were gone tothe place where the whole of 
the Indians are to collect to go tothe Indian trea- 
ty, it is hoped there will be no farther interrupti- 
on or mifchief done by fuch parties. 

On-‘Sunday arrived the floop experishent, John 
Park, mafter, from Trinidad. On the 25 of July, 
about 6 P. M. lat. 32, 30m. N. long. 71. som. 
W. fell in with a floop’s mait, with the top-maf 
an end, and all the rigging on, which, by appear- 
ance feemed to have been cut away in diftreis of 
weather very lately, the cut appeared vefy freth, 
and was cut very high up, which gave us reafon 
to fuppofe it to be fome outward bound veffel ; we 
attempted to catch it, but there being fo high a 
fwell from. the N. W. we did not think it altoge- 
ther fafe for fear of daiiaging ourfelves, On the 
zgth, about 6 P.M, {poke a iloop from Antigna, 
which we had fpoke before, while in difcourfe a 
large piece of a wreck floated pait us, which was 
feen trom both veffels at the fame time. The 
Captain of the Antigua floop informed us. that on 
the 25th ult. he fell in'with a great quantity of 
lumber and fhingles, which gave us great. reafou 
to expect it was the unfortunate veflel we faw the 
maf of. July 30th, about 6 A.M. made the land 
about fix miles to the touthward of Cape Henlopen, 
when we faw a) brig ftanding in under jury maits.

To the Honorable the Legiflature of the fate of New- 
York in Senate and Affimbty convened,—the 
memorial of Benjamin Cloje of Salem, in the coun- 
ty of Weftchefter, Humbly foeweth, 

} HAT about 17 years ago, Benjamin Clofe, 

late of Salem in the faid county, deceafed, 
the father of your memoralift, in confideration of 
certain fervices by him performed, gave your me- 
moralift forty acres of unimproved land, lying in 

Salem aforefaid, but never executed any convey- 

ance to him for the fame; your memoralift refted 

fatisfied under this parole grant, prefuming that 
his faid father (who was then an aged man) would 
at his deceafe, not only confirm the faid gran., but 
alfo make him fome further allowance out of his 
eftate by will. He accordingly went on the faid 
land and has made very confiderable improve- 
ments upon the fame ;—that fome time in the year 
1778, the faid Benjamin Clofe, deceafed, was fent 
within the Britith lines by the commiffioners of 
confpiracies in faid county, for refufing to take 
the oath of abjuration, or as it was commonly call- 
ed, the teft oath; that the faid Benjamin Clofe, 
deceafed, died inteftate on the 25th day of Janu- 
ary, inthe year 1782. Your memoralift being 
his eldeft fon, and heir at law ; that fabfequent to 
the death of the faid Benjamin Clofe, proceedings 
were had againit him in the fupreme court of ju- 
dicature of this ftate, to judgment and coavicuon

under the a& called the confifcation law s—=that 
during the feffion of the Legiflature in the year 
1787, while your memoralift was abfent beyond 
the fea, on the application of certain perfons un- 
friendly to your memoralift, a law was paffed un- 
der prefumption of the validity of the convic- 
tion of the {aid Benjamin above mentioned, vefting 
the eftate of the faid Benjamin Clofe, deceafedy 
fo forfeited in certain truitees therein named for 
the payment of his debts, and directing the over- 
plus to be divided among Stephen Clofe and Mar- 
tha Clofe (half brother and fitter of your memo- 
ralift) and Mary Reynolds, daughter and repre 
fentative of Mary Reynolds, deceafed ; by which 
act the faid parcel of land which has been improv- 
ed by the expence and labor of your memoralift, 
has been taken from him contrary to the ordinary 
courfe of decents to the great injury of your me- 
moralift and feveral of his creditors, to whom he 
had mortgaged it in the year 1784, and no crime 
has ever been imputed to your memoralift to his 
knowledge by which he could forfeit his right : 
That the truitees in the faid aét named, under a 
conviction of the juftice of the claim of your me- 
moralift to the faid lot of land, have delayed mak- 
ing any difpofition of the fame. ‘That your me- 
moraliit might have an opportunity of appealing 
to the Legiilature for relief. Your memoralift begs 
leave further to reprefent, that there is other pro- 
perty both real and perfonal of the faid Benjamin 
Clofe, deceafed, in poffeflion of the faid traftees 
in the act aforefaid named, amply fufficient to dif- 
charge all the debts of the faid Benjamin Clofe, 
deceafed. 

Your memoralift therefore humbly prays, that 
the Honorable the Legiflature will by law vett 
him with an eftate in fee fimple in the faid forty 
acres of land, or grant him fuch other relief as 
they in their wifdom ‘ha!! think proper, and your 
memoraliit as in duty bound, will ever pray.
